“Athletics ntribute a great deal to the developme:

and if you don’t want to get hurt, don’t play the game.” 

Marshall's background as a boy on a Pennsylvania farm may have 
led to his kinship with outdoor activities, He milked cows, pitched hay 
and drove horses for his father until he was 14. 

Dr. Marshall attended Pennsylvania State ‘Teachers College at 
Slippery Rock until the middle of his junior year in February, 1943, 
whereupon he entered the U.S, Army. During his military duty he was a 
member of the Army Spe 1 ‘Training Program. He then served in 
the European Theatre of World War II until his discharge in 1946, He 
received the maste id doctor's degrees from Syracuse University in 
1950 and 1 respectively both in the area of science education, 

In 1963, Dr. Marshall was invited by the Ford Foundation and the 
Turkish Government to direct the National Science Project of Turkey 
in which he and other American educators untertook the establishment 
of a nati ience high school for gifted students in Ankara, 

Dr. Marshall is the coauthor of three professional books and a 
widely used series of elementary science textbooks. He served as editor 
of the JOURNAL OF RESEARCH IN Science ‘Te ching from 1962-66 
and member of the editorial board of Sci World from 1962-65, 
is a member of 13 national or s sional organizations 
and has been recognized by inclusion in WHO’S WHO IN AMERICA. 
and AMERICAN MEN OF SCIENGE, He is a fellow of the American 
As ion for the Advancement of Sc’ a member of the Board of 
Regents of the National Library of Medicine, and president of the 
Southern Association of State Unive and Land-Grant Colleges.

major American univers Unlike many schoois, though, FSU under 
Stapleton and Jones is getting a lot of bang for its buck. 

The Seminoles’ lendar started promisingly enough 
when Jones’ first rolled through a surprising 8-4 
scason’ capped by a trip to Phoeni Bowl. Then Hugh Durham’s 
basketball team went to the finals of the national tournament before 
losing by five points to perennial champion UCLA. The baseball, 
swimming, golf, tennis and track teams have followed with solid 
winning seasons. 

It all adds up to the simple fact that Florida State is now—for the 
first time ever—the Hertz of college athletics in Florida, FSU will go 
into 1972-73 with prospects of an even better football team than it had 
last year, the nation’s No. 1 Heisman Trophy candidate in passing 
leader Gary Huff and a very good chance of having a basketball team 
just as good as the one that went 26-7 and scared the pompoms off 
UCLA. 

Stapleton has known the fulfillment of being a part of two 
programs that caught and surpassed established state rivals, “When I 
was at Lowa State, the University of lowa would be drawing 60,000 a 
game to our 20,000 and outrecruiting us year after year. Now it's 
completely turned around. The Big Eight is playing better football than 
the Big 10 and Iowa State is outdrawing Iowa consistently.” 

Matters haven't reached that pleasant state yet at FSU, but 
Stapleton is working on it. He has booked future Seminole games with 
such national powers as Nebraska, Oklahoma, Ohio State and Notre 
Dame and he announced the Seminoles will’ play their 1972 home 
games in daylight, breaking a long tradition of night football. 

Stapleton hopes the daylight games will help FSU (and Huff) 
receive more state and national publicity and he’s gambling they won't 
hurt attendance. In the past, FSU studiously attempted to schedule its 
games to avoid confli with Flori but Stapleton thinks the 
Seminoles have outgrown that stage. 

It costs some $2-million to run the Florida State athletic program 
cach year, as contrasted to nearly $3-million at Florida. ‘Just a few 
ago the cost was around $1.4-million,” Stapleton said, silently 
ing inflation. 

Stapleton thinks FSU’s future must be forged as an independent. 

Geographically, it would be good for us to be in the SEC, but 
realistically, I don’t anticipate them taking us in. We have to make it as 
ta independent, and that means we be as good as we can afford to 
pe.

TEMPE, ARIZONA (Dee. 27, 1971) This v the very first Fiest 
Bowl! and folks out in the Valley of the Sun are going to have to go 
some time lo come up with a better one. 

Arizona State and Florida State, battled each other touchdown-for- 
touchdown with the Sun Devils scoring last (with :34 seconds left) to 
gain the victory, There were 10 touchdowns scored and four field goal: 
kicked. 

Gary Hulf became a legend in one day as he completed 25 of 46 
passes for 347 yards and two touchdowns, earning the Outstanding 
Back of the Game Award, Rhett Dawson and Barry Smith were the 
favorite targets with eight catches cach, while Kent Gaydos caught five. 

The game v played in U's Sun Devil Stadium and the home 
club brought the fans to their feet scoring the game's first touchdown, 
But Wulf and Go. struck back and by the end of the quarter, FSU led 
10-7, 

‘The second quarter was a real donnybrook, ASU scored 
period to take a 14-10 margin. The Seminoles came back with a Frank 
Fontes field goal and a Gaydos to Dawson halfback pass followed by a 
two-point conversion to go in front, 21-14. 

With :49 seconds left in the half, ASU scored to tic it up. For most 
people that would have been enough, but Huff directed the Tribe on a 
letter perfect, 71-yard, 38-second, foursplay drive for a 28-21 halftime 
margin, 

The Sun Devils took the lead in the third period, scoring LO points 
and holding the Seminoles scoreless. The Tribe came back to tie the 
score twice in the fourth stanza, the final time with 4:44 remaining, 
But there were no WSU miracles in the 34 seconds following the Devils’ 
final TD,
